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HE following Poem was wrote with a 1 Deſire of uniting 

all Parties in the true Intereſt of their Country; to extirpate 
W- thoſe Animoſities which ſow the fiery Seeds of Diſcord between 
Flamilies of different Sentiments in Politics, and are the fatal 
prices of thoſe Evils, which furniſh pretended Patriots with a Subject for 
their Eloquerice (and, in Conjunction 5 the Public Debt, will inevitably 
ſubvert the preſent Happy Eſtabliſhment, if not timely prevented), who, 
like Quacks, prey upon the Vitals of our Conſtitution, under the ſpecious 
Pretence of applying effectual Remedies, which are found, by Experience, 
to inflame the Diſeaſe inſtead of rooting out the Diſtemper, and working 
a compleat Cure: Their Mouths are ever open againſt Bribery and Cor- 
ruption, and (which is a Quality peculiar to theſe Animals) they are imme- 
diately reſtored to their right Senſes, and an abſolute Acquieſcence in the 
Meaſures of the Coutt, by receiving thoſe Favours which they rail againſt 
others for enjoying. Therefore I thought the preſent Situation of Affair 
was ho unſeaſonable Time to write a Satire againſt all Parties. And here I 
muſt beg leave to obviate an Objection, which, through a vulgar Error, 
frequently prevails among People of Faſhion ; to wit, that all Satirifts are 
ill- natured People: Whereas, if they would take the pains to examine that 

Doctrine thoroughly, they would find there was no more Connection be- 
tween Ill-Nature and a Satiriſt, than between Good -Nature and a Pane- 
gyriſt; and neither of them can be allowed to be à neceſſary Conſequence 
of each other. There is more Ill-Nature in the above-mentioned Aﬀec- 
tion, than in any Satiriſt that ever wrote: Tis condemning a Man's Ac- 
tions, without being capable of judging of the Motives of his Conduct, 
and exerciſing that Power over him, which they blame him for exciting 
againſt other People. There are not Two Words in the Exgliſb Language 
leſs underſtood or practiſed than Good. Mature. It requires an exact Know- 
ledge of Mankind to judge of the firſt Springs of Action, and an accurate 
Diſcernment to diſtinguiſh between Things that are often the Reſult of 
ſome Whim, Caprice, or Affectation, and the genuine Effects of that noble 
Quality of the Mind; which, tho' not ſervilely complaiſant to faſhionable 
elles delights to exert its Power i in Acts of Benevolence, and rejoices to 
promote the Happineſs of all Men, that have any Title to its Favour froni 

their Merit or Diſtreſs. Notwithſtanding it is ſo amiable an Affection, it 
frequently paſſes for Ill-Nature with the ignorant Part of Mankind, who 
van ſee no further than outward Appearances, and often miſtake an abject 
Compliance with the Humours or Vices of the Great, for this beneficent 
Principle.

Is it not more 3 and juſt Party- 
Tools excepted) to aſcribe the Writings of a Satiriſt to that generous In- 
dignation Which every honeſt Man feels when he reflects on the Inſolence 
4 7 Exalted Vice, which has a pernicious Effect on the Community, or the 
ridiculous Behaviour of empty Coxcombs, who endeavour to impoſe theme 
ſelves on the World for the true Standard of Taſte and Politeneſs? Why 
then ſhould it be more criminal to expoſe ſuch Characters in Print than in 
Converſation, which frequently turns upon the Failings of our Acquaint- 
ance, who are often cenſured, without any Reaſon, by their Friends, ta 
the utmoſt Extent of their 1 and are countenanced by the 0 
of the World, to talk as much Abuſe as they pleaſe in Proſe, without ſuf= 
fering under the Imputation of IIl- Nature? However, it is ſome Comfort 
to thoſe Perſons who inveigh againſt Satiriſts, that it is the eaſieſt Way of 
Writing, and requires no ſuperior Talents to excel in it. If that Objection 
is abſolutely true, I am furpriſed that the Converſation of thoſe good- 
natured Gentlemen ſhould abound ſo much with bitter Invectives, — — 85 
exerciſing their Wit againſt their Antagoniſts in this eaſy Faculty, and in- 
dulging their Spleen in Verſe, allowing to their ſeveral Humours ; as, by 
their own Confeſſion, their Forbearance can never be owing to Want of 
Abilities, becauſe fo ſlender a Portion is neceſſary to execute ſuch an Un- 
dertaking with Succeſs. But to conclude what I intended to: ſay in this 
Preface: I have frequently lamented the N egligence of Authors, in not 
dating their Prefaces and Dedications, as it gives the Reader, in ſome 
meaſure, an Inſight into the Characters and Manners of the Age, as that 
Juncture affords him a more agreeable Entertainment in the Peruſal of their 
Writings; and may poſſibly enable him to recollect ſome Circumſtances re- 
lating to that Period of Time: Therefore I hope, for theſe Reaſons, all 
Authors will follow my Example in this Particular, and date their Prefaces 
or Dedications with as much Regularity as their Letters.
